Alarming 
Rate 


While. Physicians Are Negligent

Madison, Wis., '.Tune 21.—Evidence 
both- ot the surprising prevalence, o£ 
tuberculosis in Wisconsin and of the 
failure of physicians to report cases 
is furnished by the state boarl 
ot 
health. About two weeks, ago Dr. C. 
A. Harper, secretary of the board,: de- 
vising a new method of securing re- 
ports, sent a report 
blank to every 
physician in the state, together with a 
letter telling of the importance of re- 
gistration of "cases. These were sent 
to 2,658 physicians, and thus far over 
5 000 cases of tuberculosis have been 
reported by 1,500 of these physicians. 
The plan has been so successful that 
the board may adopt the system of se- 
curing reports direct from, the , physi- 
cians themselves. 
It is estimated there are approxi- 
mately 12,500' cases ot tuberculosis in 
Wisconsin. 
The physicians of the 
state reported only 1,205 during the 
calendar year 1912, and of these, 875 
were reported from Milwaukee county.

With the local manufacturers the case is different. Their 


market being largely local, they must of necessity be largely 
concerned in the consuming public. Their sign-board is the 
quality of their cigars. All ten cent cigars are full Havana 
filled and the best grade of Ohio-Pennsylvania combination is 
used in the five cent cigars. It is a case of quality vs. sign- 
board.

HE group of gnats to which the 
mosquito belongs is a very large 
one, but of all their numbers 
only three species have so far 


been found which are said, by medica 
authorities on the subject, to be car- 
riers of that disease called malaria, 
These • mosquitoes

branch known as "anopheles," as sep- 
arated from another order known as

the "'.'culex" branch. The former spe- 
cies are readily distinguished 
from 


most others in our country by their 
spotted wings, and by their usual po- 
sition while at rest upon the wall 
where their bodies are not held par- 
allel with the wall but slant out from 
it at quite an angle. 


Some idea of the delicacy of these 


insects may be had when a very fine 
human hair is placed, side by side. 
•under' a microscope, with the legs of 
"a mosquito. 
The lower joints of the 


leg will be found to be no larger than 
the finest human hair which has been 
selected. And when we see that these 
delicate legs have perfect Joints, and 
numerous small hairs along them, and 
that the • feet at their terminations 
have minute claws, two on each foot.

ropensities of the anopheles mosqui- 


toes, Dr. Howard writes: "The cause 
of human malaria is the growth: and 
development' within the red blood 
cells of a very minute parasite organ- 
Ism belonging, to the lowest group of 
the animal kingdom—the group Pro- 
tozoa, or one-celled animals, which live 
In the water or in damp sands or moss, 
or inside the .bodies,of other animals 
as parasites." These parasites are In- 
troduced through the skin as the mos- 
quito bites the victim. 


As. these 
mosquitoes 
breed 
in 


marshy places and miasma emlnattng 
from them was once given credit for 
the disease Known as malaria, in- 
stead of the blame resting on 
the 


germ-laden proboscis of the anopheles 
mosquito. , One. peculiarity of 
this 


species Is that they rarely bite except 
after night fall. ' The use of spirits 
of camphor .or pennyroyal oil used on 
the face and hands or upon the pillow 
at night is suggested to' keep these 
nlght-blters away. 
When only a very 


few mosquitoes seem to be about, one 
oy one may be "smacked" upon the 
face—if one is awake at the time 
visited—by the simple but amusing 
process of holding the breath Just af- 
ter .the mosquito'has settled down on 
one's epidermis for a good draw on 
one's red .blood. 
Holding the breath 


closes up. the pores in die skin'and 
lolds the ^mosquito captive, by his 
proboscis, for Ion-- enough time to get 
n a good whack at him. 


Dr. Howard writes: 
"During the 


summer of 1900 and'spring and sum- 
mer of 1901 the work of a commission 
of surgeons of the United States Army 


demonstrated in Cuba „ beyond th« 
slightest possible doubt "that yellow 
fever, is not ' conveyed t by Infected 
clothing of yellow-fever patients or by 
contact with such patients or by prox- 
imity to them, but that It is conveyed 
by tile bito of a certain species of 
mosquito ^pown as "Stegomyla calo- 
P';s" whlcn abounds in regions where 
yellow fe\er io possible.".

low fever to a healthy, vierson u'ntil 
twelvo days have elapse J from the 
time when tho same mjpSviulto has bit- 
ten a person suffering wrth the dis- 
ease."

pests are as many as those suggested 
for jthe vanquishing of[ the fly, which 
latter insect has more excuse for 
existence, seeing- he is one of nature's 
scavengers, aid to banish him, with- 
out first bar.Uhirg what he naturally 
feeds on, would produrfe a pestilence .. 


For the extermination "of th* mos- 


quito, thslr breeding places in rain- 
barrels should be carefully screened 
marshes bhould be diained and dis- 
infected ana small pools of tending 
water, should be covered-by a film of 
kerosene oil and later d-ained and 
covered with earth 
To add to these 


measures houses shoilcl be screened 
and bed nettings used -n here the pests 
are. particu'arlv abundant

measures Mr. Mosquito wilj be forceo 
to relinquish his undesirable vocation 
of inoculating peuple with'disease.

The dawn of'July-2, 1S63, betokened
